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ANNUAL DUES 
The annual dues of $1.00 have been received from only one- 
fifth of the members. Prompt attention to this matter will facili- 
tate the business of the Society. 

COMMITTEES 

An outline of the policies of the Society with regard to the 
appointment of committees for the promotion of research was 
given by Dr. .Shelford at the New York Meeting. Suggestions 
for the appointment of such committees are in order at any time, 
the selection of a chairman being made by the President and the 
personnel of the committee being selected either by the President 
or by the Chairman. The committee of the Society will, com- 
monly be cither of a general character, as the existing Committee 
on Climatic Conditions or of a special character, as the existing 
committees on Soil Temperature and on Fresh-water Fish arid 
Fisheries. It shall be one of the functions of the general com- 
mittees to recommend the appointment of special ones. 

A report was made by Dr. B. E. Livingston. Chairman of 
the Committee on Climatic Conditions, stating that progress had 
been made in securing the views of the members as to the most 
desirable proceedures and methods for furthering the investiga- 
tion of the elements of the climate in which they are severally in- 
terested. More time will be required for a complete interchange 
of views among the members and for the formulation of a report, 
prior to the commencement of further work by the Committee. 

The report of the Secretary, who is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Soil Temperature, was made in the symposium on thi:> 
subject in one of the scientific sessions. The work of this com- 



niittcc has been devoted to organizing a soil temperature survey 
of the United States and Canada, a project which had its incep- 
tion in' the American Phytopathological Society. Through the 
aid of Prof. L. R. Jones, of the University of Wisconsin, the mem- 
bers of the Phytopathological Society have joined with the mem- 
bers of the Ecological Society and other interested persons in 
making plans for a series of thermograph records of soil tem- 
perature at some thirty stations. A special form of a well known 
soil thermograph has been made available, and a uniform method 
of installation has been agreed upon after extended correspond- 
ence with men interested in soil temperatures. A number of the 
observers have already installed their instruments, and others will 
be commencing during the spring months. In view of the hearty 
interest of the cooperators in this project it is hoped that a well 
distributed series of stations can be maintained for at least two 
years. 

The Committee on Fresh-water Fish and Fisheries with 
special reference to Food and Life-histories, of which Dr. A. S. 
Pearse is Chairman, was appointed in December, and the Chair- 
man is still selecting its membership and organizing its plans. 

By a motion from the floor at the New York meeting a Com- 
mittee on Succession and the Interaction of Organisms in Com- 
munities was created. Dr. C. C. Adams was made Chairman, 
with instructions to select a plant ccologist, and in conference with 
him to form a committee. 

At the suggestion of Prof. Stephen A. Forbes a committee 
was appointed at New York to formulate the ecological needs of 
economic entomology, and the principles of ecology applicable to 
economic entomological problems from the standpoint of teaching 
and research. This committee was requested to confer by corres- 
pondence and to formulate a report for publication. The mem- 
bers are as follows :
